And whereas the time hereby limitredis a comperenttime 
d&liberationto ſuch perſons as aforeſaid. Itis therefore ordained, published, and declared, thatall ſuch perſon & 
cons, confederars, their adherents, abctrers and. comforters, relievers ,and maintainers , who have taken armes or 
(cnterinto,or arc in aCtuall hoſtilliry againſt this houſe, or irs authoriry upon what pretence ſoever , & who within 
crime aforeſaidshall nor come in, lay downe armes, and ſubmitto this Houſe, or the Government which hall be 
vliched uponreceſſehercof,, shall be from thenceforth, and immediatly after the expiration of the ſaid five and 
cnticrh of his inſtant Odfober , wilfull and obſtinate Rebells and T rayrors, and asſuchroall inrents and purpoſes 
imcd, proſecuted anddealrvith.
